If you can call Mehrle Delaney, who now lias his own small print shop somewhere* 
in the DC area, he would know if tliere is a DC area printer with a Cameron belt press. 
I may still be able to get a better arrangement that way. I've Just heard from one 
from who® I expected an estimate.
